Portola Valley 
Aims to

The Portola Valley School 
Board definitely set the record 
straight Tuesday night on its 
whole-hearted endorsement of 
the proposed Searsville unifica- 
tion plan. 

In passing a resolution in 
favor of the plan, the trustees 
ruled out the unification of 
five south county school dis- 
tricts (Configuration E) as the 
second best plan.

—The Woodside Elementary 
School Board has come out 
without qualification in favor 
of the Searsville plan—and 
Portola Valley trustees should 
not let them down, 

—If Portola Valley were in-| 
cluded in the five-district plan, 
it would be difficult to get 
bond issues passed for school 
construction in the valley. 

—Conceivably, valley  stu- 
dents might have to attend 
Menlo-Atherton or Ravenswood 
High Schools if included in the 
five-district plan. 

In other business, the board 
heard an architects report on 
the Ormondale School’s new 
four-classroom addition, which 
gave hope that it will be open 
for students by October 1. 

The board also hired two 
part-time teachers for the com- 
ing school year.

He said he felt the school 
boundaries should be made co- 
terminous with the boundaries 
of other political subdivisions 
— of which there are a host in 
the area — which might in- 
clude cities, sanitary districts, 
or other special service agen- 
cies. 

MANY VIEWS 

The four trustees present 
stated quite a sprectrum of 
views on the entire theory and 
practice of unification and, be- 
side agreeing on their “study” 
proposal, voted to recommend 
against supporting a unifica- 
tion of the Sequoia High 
School District as a whole. 

(At a previous meeting, the 
board had voted against sup- 
| porting a six-district plan, 
which would have included the 
five southern districts and the 
Redwood City school district. 

Discussion opened with board 
chairman Dr. Hiram Mears stat- 
ing he found it difficult to sup- 
port the five district plan, 
which didn’t have the support 
of the Woodside and Portola 
district boards. 

Trustee Mrs. Bea O’Don- 
nell agreed, but said she felt 
the local disctrict had an 
obligation to let neighboring 
districts know what thinking 


Trustee Elwood Williams ob- 
| served that a combination of 
|the Menlo Park end Ravens- 
wood school districts would 
meet state-set criteria for uni- 
| fied school districts, and made 
| a strong pitch for smaller dis- 
| tricts. 

He said he “welcomed work- 

ing with Ravenswood” and 
| Sharing in the solution of edu- 
| cational problems. 
If the Menlo Park district 
| would have to add money for 
|the support of Ravenswood 
which presently has a much 
higher tax rate than Menlo 
|Park, Wiliams said, “we 
should welcome the opportuni- 
ty to aid the educationally un- 
derprivileged.” 

Dr. Haydon pointed out that 
; there were lots of problems 
| and said that talks with legis. 
jlators indicate that it is not 
| the intention to force unifica- 
tion at this time. 

He called for the study of a 
“step-wise program’ because

An Ordinance Amending the Code of 
the City of Menlo Park by the Addi- 
tion Thereto of Section 
ing to Storage in Yards. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF MENLO PARK DOES OR- 
DAIN_ AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. Section 22A is added 
to the Municipal Code of the City of 
Menlo Park to read as follows: 

“Section 22A. Storage in Yards: 

(1) No portion of any required front 
yard shall, for any period of time in 
excess of one hundred twenty (120) 
consecutive hours, be used for the stor- 
age of motor vehicles (except automo- 


biles in a fully operational condition) |

trailers, airplanes, boats, parts of 
of the foregoing, building materials 
(except building materials reasonably 
required for construction work on the 
premises pursuant to a valid and exist- 
ing building permit issued by the City 
ot pene Park). 

(2) Any of the property described in 
PEAS (i) which has been stored 
in any required front yard for less than 
one hundred twenty (120) consecutive 
hours and then removed, shall not be 
again stored in the required front yard 
at any time within one hundred twenty 
(1e0) hours after its removal there- 


rom. 

(3) The prohibitions relating to stor- 
age set forth in subparagraphs (1) and 
(2) hereof shall apply to required side 
yesce except when a fence has been 
legally constructed pursuant to City 
regulations of sufficient height and of 
a type which screens the stored prop- 
erty from public view and prevents it 
from becoming a nuisance by attraction 
to children. 

(4) “Storage” as used in this section 
shall mean the physical presence of 
the prescribed property, or any portion 
thereof, within the prohibited area as 
said area is defined in the Menlo Park 
Zoning Ordinance.

All provi- 
sions of subsections (ki, (1) and (m) for 
hearings, findings, orders and conclu- 
siveness of such findings and orders 
shall apply to this section; provided, 
however, that the minimum time for 
any notice required by this section 
shall be five days. 

The City Manager or Council may 
suspend any permit uranted hereunder 
pending the hearing hercin provided, 
where, in his or its opinion, the public 
health, safety or welfare require it. 

(p) Expiration of Permits; Issuance 
of Supplemental Permits. In the event 
that any hauling for which a permit

West Menlo Bus Service 
Needs Financial Help 


Last week, Menlo Park councilmen heard once again 
that bus service for west Menlo Park would cease, if the 
city doesn’t come up with a subsidy to help support it. 

The same matter came up about seven years ago and 


’ at that time, the councilmen weren't convinced they should 


spend the money. Ergo, the bus service was cut to four 
“runs” through the west Menlo Park area per day, with a 
resulting loss of patronage. 

As things now stand the bus during its four runs aver- 
ages about 40 patrons a day — certainly not enough to make 
it worth while for Peninsula Transit Lines to continue the 
operation, when one considers that the area through which 
the bus operates is inhabited by perhaps 10,000 people. 

But wait. There are other considerations. 

First, the city fathers have been concerned for many 
years with growing traffic congestion problems. Only a 
few months ago a city-county road bond issue was put forth 
(and defeated). Roadbuilders continue to talk of expand- 
ing area trafficways, when it’s pretty obvious that the only 
real solution to the areas’ street and highway congestion 
is mass transportation of some sort. 

Next, while the company has admittedly been_los- 
ing money for a long time and shouldn’t be forced to con- 
tinue to try to support a losing proposition by diverting 
profits (and subsidy monies) from lines in other cities, 
what has it done to advertise itself here? As long-time 
watchers of the local scene we've found such a thing as a 
local schedule pretty difficult to come by — more so than 
good sense would dictate, in fact, if the bus company wants 
to go after customers. 

Another thing. There are no benches at many of the 
bus stops. In many places in west Menlo Park, distinguished 
in part for its “rural atmosphere” and no sidewalks, this 
means a would-be customer has to stand in somebody’s yard 
or in the public right of way while waiting for the public 
carrier. The former can be construed as an invasion of pri- 
vate property which many are unwilling to make; the latter 
can be hazardous or uncomfortable. 

A consideration which can be correllated with whether 
the buses should be encouraged to continue their service 
is a problem of the downtown merchants. For the past 
several years, many of them have separately and collectively 
argued for a separate parking lot for their employees, so 
the present ones could be reserved —as is the primary in- 
tention — for customers. Now, if through some reasoned 
program employees who normally come to work in their 
cars could be persuaded to leave them home (if they live 
in west Menlo Park) or park them in more available loca- 
tions in west Menlo and ride the bus into town, a saving in 
downtown offstreet parking would be achieved and the 
line would draw some needed support. Not only that, we 
bet we’d find that many downtown workers would learn 


’ they’ve been kidding themselves for years if they've been 


thinking an auto is an economical device for getting to 


and from work. 


Whether a losing proposition or not, we think at this 
point that the city should move to have the bus service 
continued. 

This will cost money but, with a campaign to popularize 
bus riding by (a) advertising its availability by schedules 
and (b) by setting up bus stops, letting people sit in com- 


~ fort at a location where they are sure of service sooner or 


later, they might pick up a few customers. 

The major reason for supporting the bus line, though, 
is the traffic problem. 

Obviously the public isn’t going to be educated out of 
its auto-driving habits easily but after a few years (or a few 
score years) with their raises in gas taxes, auto insurance 
fees, parking meter payments, parking lot rentals, initial 
auto purchase and auto repair costs and the like, some of 
the more thoughtful or less affluent members of the public 
are going to start looking for some other way of getting 
around. 

At present, the bus looks like a pretty good device for 
doing this.

The Garden Club 
Enters the Fray 


Naturalists now contend that man has been respon- 
sible for the demise of at least 100 species of animals and 
fish. Certainly radio and newspaper reports continue to call 
attention to the fact that fish, birds and small animals are 
suffering wholesale decimation. The destruction is most 
often blamed on the use of pesticides used to kill insects 
and fungus which attack plants. 

Rachel Carson’s “Silent Spring” made a strong point 
for the fact that an imbalance of nature is being created 
as we protect agricultural crops and home gardens. 

It’s a subject on which people feel strongly, whether 
for or against. 

And so it’s a distinct pleasure to find that the Garden 
Club of Menlo Park has chosen to land right in the middle 
of this controversial subject at their first scheduled fall 
meeting. A forum discussion is planned for the membership 
at 8 p.m. at the Menlo Park Recreation Building on Sept. 
24. The public is invited. 

So far the forum adds up to a representative from a 
leading manufacturer of pesticides, a representative from 
the state fish and game bureau and an Oakland doctor who 
has treated cases of pesticide poisoning and is president of 
his city’s garden club. 

It might be safer for a group like the Garden Club 
of Menlo Park to skirt such an issue to avoid hetaed dis- 
mussion within its membership. But that’s not the road 
they’ve chosen to pursue. 

We say more power to them for taking an individual 
stand investigating the pros and cons. It beats waiting 
until it’s necessary to set up yet another list of prohibitions 
and yet another bureau to enforce them. 


Municipal Report: 


Long Range Sharon Par 


A few weeks back there was 
a public unveiling of a model 
of the proposed Sharon Heights 
Park — a 12-acre parcel of land 
which the city is buying in its 
most recent western addition. 

The city has been purchasing 
the park site on an acre-by-acre 
basis and it will be some years 
before the entire site is ac- 
quired. 

In the meantime, though, the 
city has title to enough of it to 
go ahead with some develop- 
ments. Arthur Cobbledick, for- 
mer city councilman who “de- 
fected” to residing in Palo Al- 
to, has been named the land- 
scape architect. 

The park had its beginnings 
a lot longer ago than would be 
indicated by the date of annex- 
ation of the Sharon Heights 
property to Menlo Park. When 
completed, it should be a show- 
piece which it will be hard to 
match. 

Its beginnings are as old as 
the Sharon Estate itself. 

In the 1880’s and 1890's, 
when the Sharon Estate was in 
the process of being built, Sen- 
ator William Sharon had plen- 
ty of money to do what he 
wanted with the 576-acre piece 
of land. 

He figured that the property 
would serve well enough as a 
“summer place” if properly de- 
veloped and on of the things 
he wanted to make the devel- 
opment attractive was a lake. 

The lake, therefore, was 
built, and in order to control 
seepage it was lined with con- 
crete. 

The lake will remain as a 
central feature of the new park 
and surrounding it grounds 
will be developed in keeping 
with the “estate” atmosphere 
intended by the builder. 

Retaining the lake has caus- 
ed some misgivings at city 
hall. Though shallow and with 
gently sloping shores, it might 
be considered a hazard by in- 
surance carriers so all proper 
steps have to be taken to make 
sure it is safe and economical 
to maintain. 

Cobbledick, discussing de- 
velopment of the park, looks 
upon it as a real challenge. 

The Sharons imported many 
trees which are still on the 
property and, where possible, 
these and the native trees 
which were there even before 
that will be retained. 

Plans call for the installation 


of a “day camp” area on the 
park site, but beyond that it’s 
just going to be a well-main- 
tained, restful plot of ground 
with few facilities for “hard 
court” games and team sports 
for large numbers of people.

There’s a group which thinks 
it should be used for boat-pad- 
dling. The Sharons installed a 
quaint sort of boat dock at one

Monte 
Rosa is at the near end of 
the lake; a day camp area for 
supervised childrens’ groups 
is at the rear.

end, and the lake probably at 
one time or another accommo- 
dated a couple of canoes or 
other small boats. 

Whether it would accommo- 
date the number of canoists 
which could be expected from 


a “rustic” manner, with na- 
tive trees providing the basis 
for the landscaping. Land- 
scape architect is Arthur Cob- 
bledick. The model was giv- 
en its first large-scale pub- 
lic showing at the recent ded- 
ication of the Menlo Park 
recreation center. 
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a town with the population of 
Menlo Park is another ques- 
tion. 

Another proposal for the 
lake which has been heard is 
that which calls for stocking it 
with fish, and posting signs 
which definitely spell out the 
fact that only children may an- 
gle for them. 

Experience in other commu- 
nities with such facilities has 
proven discouraging, however. 
Adults who aren’t really con- 
cerned with the concept of 
sportsmanship are apt to come 
in at night and use nets to re- 
move the fish in wholesale 
numbers. 

As was indicated above, the 
city doesn’t yet have full title 
to all of the land in the park, 
which will be situated south- 
west of the intersection of 
Sharon Park and Monte Rosa 
drives. 

It has enough, however, to 
justify the start of some work 
by city crews. 

The first of this naturally 
will take the form of removing 
poison oak, weeds and other 
obnoxious growths which pres- 
ently largely hide some of the 
more attractive parts of the 
park. When that’s done, Cob- 
bledick will be able to start 
with his actual planning for the 
landscaping. 

Because of the presently un- 
developed condition of the 
park, nothing has been heard 
from “special pleaders” who 
will undoubtedly appear with 
requests that some special fa- 
cility or other be installed. 

There will be arguments in 
behalf of specific “hard court” 
games, groups who want areas 
reserved for a specific activity, 
and many others. 

“How we can reserve a part 
of the park” is a question that 
has occurred to many individ- 
uals and groups, including 
some who feel that a branch of 
the library could be situated 
there advantageously. 

Others who can be expected 
to be heard from include those 
who think it should include a 
“play pen” for the very young, 
lawn bowlers, basketball in- 
thusiasts, baseball aficionadoes 
and volleyball players. 

But as things now stand, Cob- 
bledick thinks it’ll be an “es- 
tate garden” type of park in 
keeping with the original de- 
signs of the builder of Sharon 
Heights.

The married men and the 
single men will settle once and 
for all the question of suprem- 
acy when they cross bats in a 
ball game at 2:30 p.m. 

There will also be a rolling 
pin contest for women, an egg 
race for boys and girls, a sack 
race for boys, and a tug of war 
for all. 

Many more events will go to 
make up the afternoon and a 
big day is promised by the 
committee for all who attend. 


however, the cost of govern- 
ment is not going down. 

The addition of some 20,000 
or more people a year is re- 
flected in the increase of serv- 
ices resulting in higher overall 
costs. This year’s spending 
program is $39,012,824 as com- 
pared to $38,083,546 last year. 

The difference in the two 
figures is deceiving, howev- 
er, as the actual increase is 
$1.6-plus million. 

The new tax rate of $1.5715 
as compared to $1.611 last year 
is not the four cents that this 
would appear to be. The special 
county schools service fund 
was moved to the schools bud- 
get and the 1'2 cent tax rate 
now shows up in this depart- 
ment. This means that the act- 
ual drop in the county tax rate 
was 2.46 cents. 

County Controller Ira A. 
Boynton explained that the 
juggling of budget accounts 
was in line with the uniform 
bookkeeping system set up for 
counties by the state. 

For the first time the gener- 
al fund now includes general 
county government costs, plus 
social welfare monies and the 
general reserve funds. As a re- 
sult the general fund jumped 
from $19,082,256 last year to 
$30,113,465 this year. 

Another shift was to put 
the road department in the 
regular budget, although all 
funds come from sources oth- 
er than property taxes. The 
library budget, which does 
not include cities with their 
own libraries, remains as a 
separate county budget item. 

Boynton said the reduction 
of separate accounts would cut 

down on bookkeeping proce- 
dures and frequent transfers of 
funds that have been common- 
place in the past. 
* * *

As Others See It: 


APPROVES EDITORIAL 


To the Editor: 


Your editorial of Aug. 28 on the canvass being con- 
ducted east of Bayshore by the NAACP and CORE was, 


for the most part, encouraging. To my knowledge, this was 
the first time the Recorder has gone on record as favoring 
a more equitable ethnic balance between Ravenswood and 
Menlo-Atherton High Schools. 


One point made in your editorial requires some clari- 
fication. The NAACP/CORE Education Committee does 
not decry Ravenswood High School as “lacking in educa- 
tional opportunity.” It holds that educational opportunity 
at Ravenswood is not equal to that available at other 
SUHS district schools because of lack of enrollment, lop- 
sided socio-economic makeup of the school population, and 
the stigma which has been attached to the school because 
of de facto segregation. 


Despite the statement of “a leading student at Ravens- 
wood” concerning school spirit, the committee contends 
that school spirit at Ravenswood is lower than at other dis- 
trict schools. Evidence for this contention is contained in 
the report of the “Self-Appraisal Study of Ravenswood High 
School” sponsored by the Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges in April, 1963. Further evidence that Ravens- 
wood is not the equal of other district schools can be infer- 
red from the antagonism of communities west of Bayshore 
to the possibility of being included in the Ravenswood 
Attendance Area. 

The NAACP/CORE committee does not wish to “run 
down” Ravenswood High School. It recognizes that the 
teachers, administration and student body ot the school have 
all done a remarkable job to make the school as good as it 
is. However, the committee feels that it is important to 
bring to light the harmful effects of segregation on the 
school and the community it serves. I think we should be 
less concerned that a few people might leave the area as a 
result of the disclosures than that nothing will be done to 
change the situation because it is not clearly understood.

The conclusion promptly | 
faised the tough question of 
how to raise the money for 
such an enormous improve- 
ment program. No quick an-| 
swers were available, so it was} 
not possible to act at our 1961 
session. 

The Senate Committee kept 
working at the problem, how- 
ever. It appointed a citizens’ 
advisory group, madeup of rep- 
resentatives of all organizations 
interested in highway matters, | 
to study the fiscal angles in- 
volved and to come up with 
some acceptable recommenda- 
tions as to how needed money 
should be raised. 

The group unanimously 
recommended increases in 
highway user taxes. 

As a result of all this study 
and effort, a bill was introduc- 
ed in our 1963 session, embody- 
ing the advisory group propos- 
‘als. In summary, it called for 
a‘one cent increase in the gas 
fax as of Oct. 1, a similar raise 
on liquified gas motor fuel, 
and a parallel increase of 19 
per cent in truck tax fees. Pro- 
ceeds of the added revenues 
were to be allocated to cities 
and counties for road purposes, 
and state grants were to be 
matched by these agencies. 

As you will recall from my 
other recent columns, tax mea- 
sures seemed to encounter a 
few difficulties along the way | 
during our 1963 sessions. This 
highway tax measure was not 
much different from the rest. 
It passed the Senate without 
difficulty, and was referred to 
the proper assembly commit- 
tee. Nothing too definite was 
heard about it for weeks. Ru- 
mor was that amendments re- 
lating to urban rapid transit 
systems were being studied. 

Late in the session, the As- 
sembly group heard the bill. 
Two important amendments 
were approved. 

The first gave individual | 
oards of county supervisors | 
power to enact ordinances le- 
vying an additional one-half 
per cent in-lieu tax on motor 
vehicles, proceeds to be col- 
lected by the state, but to be 
used only for rapid transit pur- 
poses in the particular county. 

The second required that ci- 
ties and counties must request 
allocations of funds from the 
added highway user taxes be- 
fore the state can grant them 
In this form the bill was pass- 
ed and signed into law.

then hangs on the plants until 
September or October before 
falling to earth, there to catch 
the early spring rains and ger- 
minate. 

If you plant a lawn in fall, 
you can take advantage of this 
natural routine. Plant in spring 
and you have to create the con- 
ditions artificially. 

Fall-planted lawns are also 
off to a quicker start, for the 
soil is still warm and the con- 
ditions for seed germination 
ure at their best. The new 
grass plants will take over win- 
ter months and really fill in 
fast when the spring growth cy- 
cle starts again. 

Without taking sides, nur- 
serymen remind us that fall is 
certainly an excellent time to 
start a new lawn or to replant 


-an old one. In regard to the 


latter, if you have struggled 
with a_ less-than-satisfactory 
carpet of grass over the past 
few years, why fight it any 
longer. Dig it up and start 
anew. 

The most important step in 
lawn planting is to work up a 
good seed bed in which soil 
conditions are favorable to pro- 
moting lawn growth. A power- 
driven rotary tiller is indispen- 
sible in this job. 

Some nurserymen rent them, 
and all can refer you to the 
nearest rental yard where a 
tiller is available. A tiller will 
pulverize the soil to a depth of 
some five inches and after a 
primary going over, you can 
use it once again to work in 
manure and fertilizer. No point 
in doing this latter bit by hand. 

Use copious amount of ma- 
nure in the soil preparation for 
this is your last chance to im- 
prove the soil. Peat moss, leaf 
mold and sawdust or shavings 
are also beneficial in leavening 
the soil and making it suitable 
for lawns. Work all of these 
‘4m while you have a rotary till- 


er handy. 


Leveling the seedbed can be 
done easily if you construct a 


square frame of two-by-fours 
or four-by-fours, some six feet 
square. Attach a rope to two 
ends of this and then drag it 
flat across the seedbed. 


You may need to put some 
weight on the frame to make it 
work more efficiently. Keep 
this up until the seedbed is rel- 
atively flat, then use a fine 
steel rake or sweepter and fin- 
ish the job, removing all clods 
as you go. 

Soaking may develop further 
irregularities, and these should 
be filled in before proceeding 
with the seed planting. 

Also, at this time, you may 
want to use one of the soil fum- 
igants which will kill weed 
seeds. Be sure to wait the spe- 
cified time, however, before 
planting grass seed after using 
a soil fumigant. 

Rolling the seedbed lightly 
will insure a firm contact be- 
tween seed and soil, though 
this step is not absolutely ne- 
cessary. The important thing 
(after seeding and before roll- 
ing) is to layer on a blanket of 
peat moss about one-fourth of 
an inch thick. This helps to re- 
tain moisture and to hasten 
germination. 

From this point on, it is a 
matter of keeping he seedbed 
moist at all times. Water the 
area at least twice a day with 
a fine mist-like spray and if 
surface areas of peat moss dry 
out at all, water again. 

Take care not to overwater, 
however, for overwatering is 
liable to wash the newly plant- 
ed seed. As the grass fills in, 
watering can become heavier, 
less frequent. 

Don’t try cutting your new 
lawn until it is well over two 
inches high, then set the cut- 
ting blades at 1% or two inch- 
es, no lower. Be sure, too, that 
the mower blades are sharp, 
for dull blades are apt to snag 
the grass and uproot it. After 
all, at this stage, the grass has 
only a slight anchor to the soil.

Upped 50% 


Attendance at swim classes 
at Burgess Park pool was “up 
50 per cent” this year as com- 
pared to last, Rec Supervisor 
Stan Sexton said this week. 

He made his statement after 
viewing attendance figures for 
the pool for June and July. 
Files for August are not com- 
plete as yet. 

Sexton credited the rec de- 
partment’s water safety in- 
struction program as the major 
cause for the growth in pool 
attendance.

Number of youngsters regis- 
tered for a given course isn’t 
compiled as such, Sexton notes. 
The department, however,
